My friend , 
by ſaying that my brother doth ſtrike at the dodirine of true F..ith and Sal- 
vation , thou doeſt him a great deal of wrong 3 for it is fo far from him ſo to 
dozthat he telleth ſou's plainly,that without trueFaith in the blood of the Sou 
of Mary, who was crucified on Monat Calvary, there is no remiſſion ; for 
faith he, It is onely through that one offering then given up co the Father, 
that you muſt be juſtified. And thar is according to the whole ſtream of 
Scriptures For by one off-ring, What was that ? Why, the offe: ing up of 
the bodie of Jeſus once for all, ( Heb. 10. 16. ) he hat perfetted for ever 
them that are ſanRified. For this man when be kad offered up one ſacrifice for 
ſons for ever, ſate down, Warkit: This man when he bad offered up one ſaci 
fice ſor ſins for ever, ſte down on theright hand of God, ver. 12. 
" Andas for thy ſaying, that falvarion is, Ch14ft-within 3.if thou mean, in op- 
poſition to Chr without 3 in ſtead of pleading for Chriſt , chou wilt plead 


againſt him 3 for Chriſt God-man withour on the Crofle, did bring in falva- 


tion for finners : And the right believing of rhar, doth juſtifie the ſou]. There- 
fore Chrift within, or the Spirit of him who did give-himſelfa ranſome, doth _ 
not work our juſtification for the ſoul in the ſoul 3 Buc doth lead the foul our 
of it ſelfe, and ont of that can be done within it ſelfe, to look-for falvarion in 
that man thar js now abſent from his Saints on earth, 2 Co7.5. 6. Why ſo? 
For it kaowerth that there is Salvat;on innone other, As. 4.12. And therefore 
I would wiſh thee to have a care what thou doeſt, For I cell thee, That man 
who js now jeared by fome, becauſe he is preached tobe: withour them, will

talkers of the Goſpell, &c. This man, faith the Quaker, is of the ſame ſpiric 


with his fellow, and will more abound in lies, &c. And why ? becauſe he 


faith the Quakers are thoſe deceivers that at this day beguile poore ſoules by 
their Do&rine. Alas poor man, why ſhouldeſt thou be angry for my ſpeaking 
the truch,in faying : The 2akers are deceivers: this will eafily appear. For 
fieſt, they deny the man Chriſt co be without them, and owne Chriſt no other- 
wiſe, but as he is within ; contrary to that Scripture, which ſaith, For while 
we are at home in the body, we are abſent fromthe Lord. This is touching his 


bodily preſeace, And again,he was parted from-them, And a cloud received him 


out of their ſight. And he was carized away fro them, and ſo received <p into 
Heaven, Aﬀts. I. 9. 10,11. Now he thatdenieth this is a deceiver,as is cleer, 
in thathe doth ſpeak againſt the truth laid down in the Scripture, . 

2. The Quakers are deceivers , in that they perſwade ſouls chat Chriſt is 
C:ucified in them, dead within them, and keptYown with ſome thing with- 
in them, which was never taughc by thoſe that ſpoke the Scripture from the

If it be meant of the Ceremonial Law, as Iam moſt inclinable to belicve, 
becauſe he faith it was our Schoolmaſter ; he doth not ſay it js, bur ic was our 
Schoolmaſter to bring us ro Chriſt, being a Tutor or Governour ;z holding 
forth Chriſt ro come by its types aad fignifications,untill the time appointed 
of the Father, which appointed time ( and ſo that Law ) was to have an end, 
when God fent forth his Son made of a woman, eſs the Son of Mary, who 
was made under the Law, to redeem thoſe that were under the Law. 

Now the Ceremonial Law did bring or lead to Chriſt theſe two waies ;

Not becauſe the Law hath an evil end in it, but becauſe 
of our weakneſle and inability to do it z therefore it is forced, as it is juſt, to 
paſſe a ſentence of condemnation on every one; that in every particular fulfills 
It not. 

In the next place, thou art offended becauſe I ſaid , 1t 75 not of works, leaft 
any man ſhould boa#?t, as thoſe fond hypeciites, called Quakers would do. 

Thon art offended, it ſeemes,becauſe I call you boaſters. You need nor, for 

'I do not know youi fellows for boaſting under heaven) In that you, ( Phariſees 
like Z do crye up your ſelves:to be the men, and condemne all others 3 when 
you are the men thar are the greateſt enemies to the C74 of GOD with- 
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out ( who is the Saviour ) of any man under heaven. And in that yon pretend* 


you ate pate, when yuu are the nocableſt lyars and corruprters of the ſayings 
of the peop! of God, ye, and of the Scriptures alſo, that ever 1 came neer in 
all the daics of ny life ; And I doubt nor but before I have dcne with you, I 
ſhall make ic appear to them that read or hear my lines aright, Thy Quzrie 
in page. 13.runs thus. #1 that Faith wich is without works juſtifie ? 1 anſw. 
No, Neither will choſe workes which are withour faith ſantifte. Whar then, 
Is ic faith and wat kes togeiner that doth juſtifie? No,. it is onely faith in the 
blood of the man Chriſt , that did hang on the Croffe on moant Calvary, that 
doth juſtific in the fighr of God and the ſoule, and it is the fruits of faith, good 
wotkes, which do juſiifie in the fight of men, So thar when ir is ſaid, wee are 
juſtified by wot kesz Ic 1s not meant thar workes will juſtifie in the fight of 
God. No,but ſhew me (or ſhew men) thy fuirh,or juſtifie thy faith to be true

The $14it ſauth,he that belizveth in Chriſfſha! be ſaved, 
Now obſerve the terms of the law and of the Goſyel, are difterent one from a- 
nother as to juſtification. If men ſeek for Jife by the law 3 then the law- faith, 
fulfil me per ſefily and thou ſhalt live. The Spirit faith that Chriſt Jeſus came in- 
to the world to fave thoſe that by tranſzeMior; had broken the law. For, for 
this cauſe faith che Spirit he ( 7eſis the ſon off Maiy, the man Chiilt between 

God aad us, 1 Tim. 2. F-) 3s the Mcdzator of we New Teſtament. For what ? 
That by means of death for the redemprion cf the irangrefſions thac were un= 
der the firſt teſtamenr, they which ave called night receavethe promiſe of eteraal 
inheritance Heb.g.15.Now L would not be miſtaken;l do nor ſay,thar the Spirir 
of Chriſt doth give the leaſt liberty to fin;God forbid. But it's conviftions are 
of a more ſaving and refreſhing narure than the convictions of the lawyand do 


more conſtrain the ſoul to holineſs then thar, !

ir doth convince only of fins againlt the [ay ; as lying, ſweating, ſtealing,&c. 

pronouncing an horrible curſe againſt thee if thou fulfil ir not,and there leavs 

thee, but gives thee no power to fulfil ir conpleatly and continually, which 
thou muſt do, if thou be ſaved thereby. With which my adverſary is mucti 
offended 3 alſo ſaying, that Iam confounded in my diſcourte, and foleavs me, 
confuting none of mywords by holy Sctiprure, bur falls a railing, becauſe 1 
reckon Phariſees and Quakers together. 

Onely thus much he ſaich ; That I make it a light thing to be convinced by 
the law, and then brings in that Scripture ; Thzs is the condemnatzon,that lizht 
25 come into the world, and men love darkneſs rather than light; cunningly cor- - 
rupting of ir,and would fain have you anderſtand it as ſpoken of the law, when 
the Son-cf Mary ſpeaks it of himſelf, which was not the law, but the Saviour. 
And thatihe might the becrer go away undiſcerned, he ſaith, and rhe law is 
light, therefore the light is the law { ſaith he ). Bat I perceive that he doth 
not. yet underſtand the difference between the light of the law, and the lighc 
of the Goſpel ; bur would fain make the law and Chriſt one Saviour: the 
one being but only a condemning lighr,and nothing elſe ;the other a ſaving 
comfortable light. And whereas thou fayefty I make ita lighr thing to be con- 
vinced bythe law, I anſwer; the law is good, if a man uſeit lawfully, and I 
honovr it in its place; yer if they make a Saviour of it, they make an Idol of its 
andwreft it out of its proper place. Alfo, if they think thar ir is Chriſt;they are 
much deceived. 

But farther,he put me to prove any ſuch diſtinion in Scriprurezas tharthere 
Is any thing made mention of therein that doth convince of fin, beſides the 
Spirit of Chriſt : which thing T have already anſwered, where I ſayd the Scrip= 
ture ſaith, By the law js the knotpledge of fin, Rom. 3. 20, and again, doth nor 
even nature it ſelf reach vou, thar it is a ſhame fora man to wear long 


_ hair, 2Cor. 11. 14. and alſo conſcience, which are neither of them the Spirit

Whereas had he been hnr willing to have laid down 
the Scripure I brought to prove ir, hee needed not to have looked for a fec- 
cond anſwer. Bur becauſe he would have ir again, I will therefore ſhew you, 
that nacural men meerlv by nature may be convinced, and abſtain from thoſe 
things forbidden in the Law, and think they do ir perfe&ly 3 nay, they do the 
thing: contained in the law.

Friend, bur that thou art aſhamed to own the Goſpel of Jeſus Chrift, thoy 
wouldeſt have ſaid, hz was crucified there for the lin of the world, and by his 
offcrins up of himſe!f uy 01 rhe Croffe,he did for ever perfe & them thar are far: 
ified. Nav, thou wou'deft have ſtudied ro exalt his dying there ; fiſt, by 
ſhewing whar a {ad condition we were in without ir; ſecondly, by holding 
ſth the manifold and great priviledges that we have by his dying for us there, 
Burt thon art at enmity againſt the things of God, as is cleetly ſeen by thoſe thar 
have indeed the Spirit of God in them, and are enabled thereby ro ditcern 
vou. And though you fay, therewis no orher that can forgive fin, nor the 
blaod of any other that can take away fin, but the Blood of God. Yer thoy, 
denieft, that the blood of him, who was, and is truly God as well as man, 
Chriſt Jeſus : I ſay, thou denieft that his blood that was ſhed without Zeruſa- 
{21s gates, dorh waſh away fin from the Saints of God: and cunningly 
( though nor at this time urrered. ) concluding that the blood of God was ſhed 
for fin an a Croffe within.

Icm: for itts by ans through that blood that was there ſhed, that we huve 1c 
deiptiong Heb. 13. 12. compared with Col. 1. 20. and remiſfſis of ſins Edik 1.7 +

And that that light which every man hath, being ar the beſt bur Conſcience, 
Nature, or the Law, let a man take notice of it, follow it, obey it never ſo 
much, it is not able to juſtifie the ſoul : for if righ:eouſneſſe come by the 
Law, then Chriſt is dead in vain. And as I ſaid hefare , every man hath ngr 
Chriſt to take notice of, though every man hath conſcience, or the light of 
nature in himgwhich is alſo gble to conyince of fins againft the law of God, yet 
is not able ta deliyer from that curſe pronounced by the Lord, againſ} them 
that diſobey the law. Nay the law it (elf is nos able to ſave them that do fol- 
JowIt, being roo weak for ſuch a thing : And indeed Ged did not .give it tg 
that end,thar Saints ſhould have life by it.No;compare Gal. 3. 23. with Rom. 
gs 20, you may clearly ſee why God gave the law;namely,that fins or offences 
might abonnd. But how ? By diſcovering fin by its workings, Now then you 
that follow the Law, and ſeetc life by it ,. this is all you are like to have of it ; 
Firfty you ſhall ſee your tranſgreſſion againſt ir, made known to you by it, Ko- 
mans 3. wer, 29. and an horrible curſe pronaunced againſt you, becanſe you 
cangor giye a compleat continual obedience to every tittle of it. 

And now friend to thee, who haſt taken in hand to anſwer my Qyzries laid 
down in the end of 1ny, book; I ſay, thon haſt onely wrangled and quarrelled 
at them ; bur haſt not given one plain and right anſwer to any one of them, 
Therefore I ſhal leave them ſtil ro be anſwergd by you,cr others of your ſpirit. 
You ſhall finde them at the end of this diſcourſe. ; And I befeech you to.an- 
{wer them in all-pJainneffe of heart, and with as-moderace a ſpirir 3s you may.

Secondly, they are Tich as in time paſt ; for the generality ofchem were 
either buc lighe irochie p: ofellore, or el'e were ſhaken in cheir princip'es, and 
unitable therein, as ſaich the Scriprures , They that are decuivers do begui'e 
unſtable ſynis. Or if they were ſuch as were in a; peara!ice ſober and ſerious 
1:1 the account of others, ic was either from rhofe convictions they had from 
tae Lay, or elſe from high notions they had of che Goſpel; which have both 
fuch intluence ar ſo time on the foul (though nor favingi'y ) that the foul 
will go very far t1 obedience tothem ; as for example, Herod who was an e- 
nemee to the trurh, yet for a time hal ſach hearc-workings, being coavinced 
by the preaching of 705z the Baptiſt, rhar he feared him, and obſerved him, 
and when hee neard him, he did inaay things, andheard him gladly, Mark.

Now the reaſon why ſuch people are carried away with ſuch herefies 2s theſe, 
or the like, iS, 

Fiſt, that as they were not of the ele& of God, ſo God by ſuffering them to 
be carr:ed away fiaally, may make it appear, that they were nor of his ele&. 
They went out from us, bur they were not of us : for if they had been of us, 
they would no doubt have continued wich us. But they went ont from us, 
that it might be made manifeſt ( or that men mighc ſee)that they were not all 
of us, 1 70h. 2. g.

And that he might bring this ro 
pafſc, he goerh about to change the names of things ; and becauſe the Law, 
Conſcience, and Natvre it ſelf can convince of fin , therefore he calleth them 
Chriſt; or che light of Chriſt : Saying to a natural man, one rhat is nor yer 
converted, Mizde the light wihis you. If they ask whar light ? fay they, That 
which doth convince of ſin. If they farther ask, Why, what is that ? They 
fay, It is the light of Chriſt, the ls;ht of life, or Chriſt within. 

Now theſe things are nothing elſe but conſcience, natnre, or the Jaw, for a 
natnrall man hach nothing elſe thar dwe'lerh within him to convince him of 
tin: onely theſe things have a new name pur uyon them. And poor Crea- 
reres heating the name Chriſt, being . ignorant of rhe nature of Chriſt, do. 
preſently cloſe 11 with thefe things, ſuppoſing, nay, verily belecving that 
rheſe are the Spitic of Chriſt. Which things being thus received, if at any 
rime one come and oppoſe them, and tell them thatir is an errour thar they 
have taken up,to think thar that whichis ir an unregenerate man is the Spirir of 
Chriſt, and contrar} wiſe tellech them plainly, that it is bur their own confci- 
ence tha: doth convince them, or the j.w written in their hearts by nature. 
Nay, ſay they, itis the lighr of Chriſt in the conſcience, when there js no 
Scriprure hath any ſuch manner of ex p-eftions, onely a fancy of their own, 
taken np without ground from the Word. Bur the ſoul being poſſeſſed 
with this doQtrine, preſently its heart riſerth againſt any thing that doth con- 
rradiet it, and js filed wich a ſecrer enmity againſt ir. Now the way thac 
S4ran takes to bring-this abour, is to perſ#ade poor ſonls,rhart all ch:ſe rhouchs 
char do any wiſe contradi& the Principles received, is but a temptation of 
the Devi!l. Andif at any time there be the doQrine of Jefus, held for:h in 
truth ; his death, buriall, reſurre&ion, aſcenfion, and interceffion ; now 
withour in the preſence of his Farher for ſinners, and: that there is ſalvation 
ng where elſe but inthe merits of the frſt bor of Mary, which 3s Jeſus Chrift, 
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without the works if the Law, Ram. 3. 28, Preſently with cnvie they are e;- 


raged, and cry 3 Doeſt thou not know that. every man bty a meaſure of 12

a!rogether beholden to God fur it ; and theſe works noc being wrought by 
thePrieſts, or Nationall Miniſters, but bv the other, though in oppoſition tv 
the rightecuſnefſe of Chriſt, the Meffias Goc-man, poor fou's ncr onely ſuck 
in theſe erroneous principles, but are haidened in them againſt the doMcine 
of God,and his Son Jeſus Chriſt, by their ungodly converſaiior, and thus diſhc- 
nour the Son of God.
